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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 5-1 4 and 27-49 are allowed. 
Claims 4 and 15-26 are cancelled. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
15-26 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 15-26 
have been cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach nor render obvious all the cumulative limitations of claim 1 with particular 
attention to heater sets a temperature of the solid state oxygen anion conductor below 
critical temperature during an adsorption phase, and at or above the critical temperature 
during a titration phase. The closest structure to the structure of the claimed present 
invention is apparatus taught by Brosda et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,355,151). Brosda et al. 
teach a sensor for detecting propane comprised of a solid state anion conductor, 
measurement electrodes (2, 2a), reference electrode (9), a heating element, a current 
source (see figure 2).
